D e n v e r (Col.), February 17th.—A light 
wiinl-storm set in over the entire eastern 
portion of Colorado at 10 o’clock last night. 
Its velocity steadily increased, until at 4 
o'clock this morning, when thegále reached 
BÚ miles an hour, and continued until 2 
o’clock this afternoon. In Denver many 
buildings were unroofed, smoke stacks, 
chimneys, telephone and telephone wires 
were leve’ed to the ground, and plate-glass 
windows broken, causing damage of several 
thousand dollars. 
Outside Denver the 
casualties reported are considerably greater 
than in the city. 
On the Denver and Ilio Grande Railway, 
four miles north of Colorado Springs, 
every coach of the north hound Salt Lake 
express, consisting of two sleepers, two 
passenger coaches, baggage and ruail car, 
were blown from the track about 3 o’clock 
this morning, and the mail car,with its con­ 
tents, destroyed by fire. 
H ad the accident 
happened while the train was on the high 
em bankm ent, a short ways ahead, the loss 
of life would have btcn i reat. 
But fortu­ 
nately. the ground was level, and no one 
was Injured. A freight train of 20 cars, 
side-tracked near hv. waiting for the ex­ 
press to pass, was also derailed by the 
wind, and the cars badly damaged. 
A passenger train of three coaches, on 
the Denver ami South Park Road, which 
left the Union depot for Morrison at 8 
o’clock, was lifted from the track by a 
terrific blast, and hurled down an eight- 
foot em bankm ent, when about ten miles 
from the city. One passenger had a leg 
broken, and several others were badly 
bruised. 
Near Como, on the same road, 
the Leadville express was blown over a 
bridge, and nearly ali the passengers and 
train-m en 
severely wounded, 
and 
the 
coaches badly wrecked. 
All 
incoming 
passenger trains and freights on the various 
roads are from live to ten hours late on 
account of the storm.

SENATOR STANFORD ON CO-OPEH- 
ATION. 


Senator Stanford’s sjieecli in support erf 
liis co-operation hill, proves to lie rem ark­ 
ably compact, and, as are all thcspeechcs 
o f the Senator, as brief as they are forcible, 
lie wasted neither tim e nor words in ap­ 
proaching the subject. 
The Iicnefits of 
associated cflbrt, whether 
of lalmr or 
brains, with or without 
capital, were 
clearly pointed out as lieing manifest in 
th e highest development of industry and 
inventive genius, and typified in many of 
the great advances made in science, art, 
and discovery. 
The Senator expressed the 
belief th at with the spread of intelli­ 
gence and the growth of knowledge of the 
principles of co-operation, they will 1* 
so far adopted into our civilization as to 
underlie 
the 
motive 
force 
for 
most 
of the industries of the day. 
There can 
be no doubt of this; already organized or 
associated labor, genius and skill have 
built up some great producing centers, and 
have found places in broad commercial 
schemes, 
and 
in many more business 
h mses than the general public suppose» 
wage-winners are profit sharers U]>on plans 
of co-operation. 
Senator Stanford enter­ 
tains the belief th at the co-ojierative prin­ 
ciple may well extend to agriculture, and 
“combinations of men even do farming, 
rendering for hire their services to farm­ 
ers,” finding in it “ th at continuity of labor 
so im portant to the lal>orer and conducive 
to th e maximum [Kiwer of the production 
of riches, from 
constant employment.” 
H e explained that this hill is for the pur­ 
pose of aiding and strengthening the in­ 
telligence and productive powers of men 
w ithout capital. 
W here intelligence rates 
highest, labor-aiding machinery is most 
employed and the compensation of the 
laborer is highest, 
lie might well have 
added that where intelligence is greatest 
am mg wage-winners, there is least discon­ 
tent, least of manifestation that takes the 
form of the strike and the attem pt to 
coerce the employer or cow the worker. 
As th e growth of intelligence creates new 
demands, to which stim ulated productive 
industry must respond, he dismisses with a 
word the fear of the few tiiat the intro­ 
duction of labor-aiding machinery will 
tend to depreciate labor itself or restrict 
th e field of its operations. 
W here there 
i- greatest ignorance, the wants of tlie 
being are fewest, anil the demand for their 
supply being limited, capacity is undevel­ 
oped, and inventive genius and the trained 
band of skilled lalair remain unhidden, 
and exchange of the products of industry 
is least known, and he illustrated these 
tru th s by the case of the Digger Indian, 
whose ignorance, few wants, inability to 
conceive new methods of industry and 
non-demand for the results of lalior have 
th eir natural sequence in a degraded, 
squalid and unambitious and improvident 
civilization. 
lie jaunted out that co-ojier- 
ation is a democratic |irinciple, a protec­ 
tion against the jaissihle monopoly of the 
few, and renders an offensive one im­ 
possible. 
I>y legalized or law-reeagnizing 
co-operation, the co-operative machinery 
does 
not 
sloji, as 
in 
the 
case 
of 
partnerships, on death of one of the asso­ 
ciation, or by disagreement, hut goes on 
fur the benefit of all the other noils, until 
a new adjustment can lie made. 
The 
association plan gives opjiorlunity for the 
safe union of diverse capacities, the fitting 
of each into the channel licst suited for it, 
and best conserves tlie highest possible 
development of the individual capacity of 
every unit in the union. 
As the Senator 
further urged, the co-ojierative principle is 
a moral one, training men away from im ­ 
providence, vicious wavs, lawlessness and 
unrest. 
The subject is one so broad and 
deep as invite us strongly to enlarge 
ujion 
its 
debate, 
but 
it 
is 
not 
th e 
purpose 
at 
this time to go be­ 
yond 
calling 
attention 
to the points 
made,

Indeed, when Assembly 
“ 49 ” of the K nights of Labor called a 
meeting for the express purpose of de­ 
m anding th at the Federal Government 
should seize all the coal mines in the land 
and manage them u for the benefit of the 
people,” it was sim ply the voice of social­ 
ism which recognizes no property right in 
individuals whatever, and preaches th at 
the State as the chief al«sorbent of all per­ 
sonality. 
Of course the logic of the doc­ 
trine would lead up to the demand that 
the State should take all business giving 
employment to men, or contributing to 
their needs. 
It is well, in the light of the 
failure of the strike, to look beneath the 
surface and ascertain what was its motive 
force and who loosed the springs of its ac­ 
tion. 
It is clear th at the great mass of the 
strikers did not think deeply upon the sub­ 
ject ; they were used by designing men, 
and these are unrelenting socialists, insist­ 
ing uj>on the outrageous idea of the com­ 
plete, full and unlim ited paternal char­ 
acter of the State. 
These men, who made 
commerce of the discontent of labor, and 
aided it to magnify its wrongs, arc not dis­ 
couraged by their present failure. They will 
begin ag ain ; and having sown the seeds 
of socialism they await their 
growth. 
The people of the U nited States must 
meet the monstrous doctrines of these 
disorganize!* squarely, and not perm it 
them to corrupt the labor element of the 
country. 
For the most part the preachers 
of the doctrine of the absorbent power of 
the State are foreigners, comparatively of 
recent importation, having no true concep­ 
tion of a Republic, and both unable and 
unwilling to see in orderly society any 
other than a ruling power antagonistic to 
the masses. 
These fellows must he taught 
th at here there is 110 ruling class; that the 
people constitute the sovereign, and th at 
Lliis sovereign is greater than imperial 
authority, and rests upon a groundwork of 
inalienable personal rights, absorption of 
which by the State would result in the 
overthrow of the entire scheme of govern­ 
ment by the people, and the setting up in 
its place of the rule of greed, passion and 
the mob. 
An efibctive method of lessen­ 
ing the influence of pernicious teachers of 
this class is to bar the way against any 
further im m igration of the spawn of Euro­ 
pean socialistic hot beds. 
W e can better 
afi’ord to take European paupers and crim ­ 
inals, the prostitutes and abandoned, whom 
we now exclude, than receive any further 
additions to the hordes of sleek, wilv and 
cold-blooded rascals, whose sole mission is 
to stir laboring men up to antagonism 
«against order, republican forms, capital 
and industry. 
W e place an embargo upon 
pests of disease, hut the loathsome political 
and moral contagion of the European so­ 
cialist is a thousand-fold more to be de­ 
spised and feared. 


T iie legislative committee having in 
charge the proposition to legalize hydraulic 
mining—for that is what the hill amounts 
to—is told that the inhibition against 
washing the mountains into the streams 
puts the mold of decay upon vast indus­ 
tries. 
That may he true, hut who can an-' 
swer the proposition— that is fact—that the 
prosecution now of spcli industries, accord­ 
ing to primal methods, wrongfully adopted 
in the first place, will put the mold of de­ 
cay and the mark of ruin upon vast valley 
industries? 
We are told that the matter, 
save that carried in suspension, can be re­ 
strained. 
Rut it is precisely this suspen­ 
sory matter that does the mischief. 
Rocks 
«and bowlders have not choked the naviga­ 
ble streams «as yet, or “ flowed ” over agri­ 
cultural lands along them, or transformed 
the Sacramento river, once bearing on its 
bosom deep-laden ships, into a stream for 
shallow scows and lighters. Reverse the 
projKisition ; restrain the matter carried in 
suspension, and let the rocks come down, 
and the damage would be a hundred-fold 
less. 
No one in the valley wishes the 
miners to take harm by any deprivation, 
nor do «any of the valley wish to take 
harm that the miners may not lie deprived. 
If the Senator who cx ^ im ed that he 
wanted wisdom to evolve a bill satisfactory 
to both sections, will discover and promul­ 
gate such a scheme, he will earn the grat­ 
itude of the people, win the acclaim of en­ 
gineering science and accomplish a work 
beside which all other great achievements 
will sink into insignificance. 
Until then ; 
until he or some one else achieves this feat, 
the opposition of the valley to “ the mat­ 
ter carried in suspension ” must he re­ 
spected, for it is fortified by evidence 
patent to every legislator who forsakes the 
cup that cheers for a glass of water at the 
Capital. 


T h e Executive Committee of the strik ­ 
ing carmen in San Francisco has passed a 
resolution declaring that Stites, arrested 
for attem pting to place a dynamite u l»omh,” 
is innocent, and th at the action of the 
police authorities is an outrageous plot to 
cast odium upon the strikers, etc.

If the carmen, as they pro­ 
fess,-are so anxious to have the perpetra­ 
tors of the dynam ite outrages arrested and 
punished, why cannot they wait until the 
proofs against Stites have been marshaled 
in the proper tribunal?

THE STAMP BILL. 
The Senate then proceeded with the consid­ 
eration of Senate bill No. 55, to require the la­ 
beling of manufactured goods. 
Bowers moved to amend Section 3 by adding 
after the word “ impracticable” the words “ or 
unnecessary for the carrying out of the true 
intent of this Act.” 
Clunie argued that when the true intent of 
the law was established (to strike at Chinese 
manufacturers), there would be nothing to in­ 
terfere with the purcha'c of unstamped goods 
from white manufacturers. 
The proposed 
am endm ent would protect the manufacturers. 
Abbott contended that the scope of the bill 
was sweeping, and would effect the ruin of 
small firms e. gaged in the canning business. 
If the bid were so amended as to strike directly 
and alone at the Chinese he would vote for it. ' 
Yroomau denied that the bill contained a line 
to establish the assertion that it was aimed f t 
any one class. Under such a law no man could 
place his goods upon the market without stamp- 
iug them. Even the poor sewing woman would 
be obliged to stamp the product of her needle. 
A man could «not m anufacture a hoe-haudle, 
nor anything else, without stamping it. He was 
surprised at the arguments made in defense of 
the bill, in the face of its ironclad and sweeping 
provisions. Courts cannot place any construe 
tion on the intent of a statute that is not borne 
out by the plain wording of the enactment. No 
Judge can ignore its plain provisions and go be­ 
neath it—down among the Chinamen—In order 
t<> find another and different interpretation. 
The proposed amendment would add nothing 
to the bill, but would take something from it, 
and he hoped that Senators would not be mis­ 
led by it. 
Clunie argued that the proposed law might !>e 
on the statute books a hundred yearsard never 
be invoked against anv class but the Chinese. 
But even if it should be, it would not be am­ 
biguous. While Courts could not supply a con­ 
struction or. interpret at ion not warranted by its 
provisions, the fact is that they would find*the 
proposed ameno incut the ground-work for the 
desired construction. 
Conklin said if the bill should become a law. 
and all the debates upon it were placed before 
the Courts, no Judge could possibly tell from 
the arguments what the real intent was. He 
held that such a law would work a hardship 
upon the orchardists who canned their own 
lruits. While it might do good in one direction, 
it would spread ruin in others. 
Pattern)n said it looked to him like an effort 
to place the manufacturers of the State under 
the heel of the detestable boycott. 
The debate was continued at considerable 
length by Messrs. Rose, White, Crandall and 
others. 
Finally Bowers’ amendment was adopted by 
the following vote :

A LIVELY DEBATE. 
When Mahler’s bill, appropriating $5.000 for 
the erecting of a monument to the memory of 
James W. Marshall, the discoverer of gold, came 
up lor its second reading, it caused considerable 
discussion, although the opposition to its pas­ 
sage came from but very few members. It pro­ 
vides for the erection of a monument over the 
‘grave of the distinguished pioneer at Colonia, in 
El Dorado county, a short distance from where 
he made the discovery of gold in ISIS. 
Brierly opposed the bill in quite an extended 
and sectional si»eech. 
Brusie took the floor and responded to Brierly 
in a very pointed and sarcastic vein, and closed 
with a warm eulogy for Mr. Marshall which did 
the speaker much credit. 
Granger of Butte thought that a $500 monu­ 
ment was good enough for a President. He did 
not believe in perpetuating memories by grave 
stones, and therefore moved to amend by in­ 
serting S500 instead of $5,000. 
Coombs of Napa said he w*ns surprised at the 
amendment ofiefed by the gentleman from 
Butte. In this proposed amendment he showed 
a disposition to belittle the memory of the dis­ 
tinguished dead, but all through this session he 
had been voting to pay deficiency bills for attor­ 
neys who had not earned their salaries. He 
was constrained to believe that this anomaly 
was owing to the fact that the measures the 
gentleman from Butte so ardently supported 
were those surrounded and controlled by living 
political influence. In closing, he paid a eulogy 
to Marshall so eloquent that he took his seat 
amidst a burst of applause. 
Shanahan, in speaking to the amendment of­ 
fered by Granger to the Marshall monument 
bill, to reduce the appropriation to $500, said 
that such a miserable, paltry sum for that pur­ 
pose would not Ik? in keeping with the dignity, 
«pride and glorious destiny of the State : that, as 
a native son. rather than vote that amount he 
would prefer to vote just sufficient money to 
hire la!»orers to roll a huge bowlder upon the 
grave and carve his name thereon ; that such a 
monument would at least impart a sentiment of 
rude grandeur, while a cheap, artificial monu­ 
ment would be a disgrace. Referring toa cla m 
made by Brierly that others had discovered gold 
prior to Marshall, he said that it w as of a piece 
with the claim of some historians that Chris­ 
topher Columbus did not discover America, yet 
the world would always regard that illustrious 
navigator as the real discoverer, although, prob- 
nblv, had the gentleman from Los Angeles been 
the’m aker of history, he would have stricken 
the name of Columbus from its pages and in­ 
serted the name of some old Danish pirate. 
The bill, without amendment, was ordered 
engrossed and to a third reading by almost a 
unanimous vote. 
Nearly tne entire afternoon was occupied in 
amending the substitute for the various pro­ 
posed county government amendments.

S alary for L ieutenant-G overnor. 
The Assembly Committee on Constitu­ 
tional A m endments 
last 
evening con­ 
sidered Brierlv’s am endm ent, prescribing 
the duties of the Lieutenant-Governor, and 
making the position a salaried one. The 
bill makes it the duty .of that official to 
visit all the public institutions supported 
by tbe S tate: to ascertain how and for 
what purposes the appropriations are ex­ 
pended. etc., and to report to the Governor 
and the Legislature. 
For these services he 
is to have his traveling expenses paid. 
It 
also fixes his salary at $4,000 per annum , 
instead of the per diem at present allowed. 
The object is to do away with the so-called 
junketings by legislative comtnitiees dur­ 
ing the session of the Legislature, and thns 
cut off one of the chief avenues of State 
expenditure. 
It is said that the ex­ 
penses of these 
traveling 
committees 
have already amounted to some $4,0C0dur- 
ing the present session. 
It is argued that 
the visits of these committees are anticipa­ 
ted bv telegraph, and when they reach 
these public institutions they are usually 
lound in apple-pie order, whereas if the 
Lieutenant-Governor were to drop into 
them unexpectedly a better idea of tbeir 
daily managem ent could be bad. 
The 
committee last evening amended the bill 
so as to provide that, in Ihe event of a 
vacancy occurring in the office of Lieuten­ 
ant-Governor the President pro tern, of the 
Senate, or his successor, shall perform the 
duties and receive the salary of Lieutenant- 
Governor. W ith these as the chief pro­ 
visions of the bill (or resolution) the com­ 
m ittee decided to report the bill favorably.

Farther Cou-ideration of Assembly Bill 
No. 451. 
Assemblyman Variéi s bill providing for 
the im pounding of m ining debris was up 
for further consideration last evening be­ 
fore the Assembly Committee on W ater 
Rights and Drainage. 
As on tbe preced­ 
ing evening, tbe 
Supreme Court-room, 
where the meeting was held, was filled 
with individual#interesied in the measure 
—the farmers lighting its adoption, the 
m iners urging its passage. It being a meas­ 
ure that brings up tbe 
entire debris 
question, there is much to be said on both 
sides, and the tim e of tbe committee being 
limited, they had to lim it the tim e of the 
speakers. The Chairman announced that 
one hour and a half would be allowed the 
opponents of the measure, and an equal 
length of tim e allotted to those favoring its 
passage. 
H on. E. A. Davis, of Marysville, ex-Sen­ 
ator of Yuba county, was the first speaker. 
He prefaced his rem arks by saying that he 
labored under some em barrassm ent from 
the fact that he had no doubt but that a 
majority ot the committee were disposed 
to favor the bill, and he did not suppose be 
could talk' long enough 
to 
convince 
some of them . 
H e objected to the bill 
because it was an unconstitutional measure, 
and contained provisions of an unconsti­ 
tutional nature. 
It is neither good nor 
proper legislation. H e had listened to 
General H art’s argum ent the preceding 
evening and agreed fully and entirely with 
him . 
No one would be more pleased than 
himself and those he represented, if the 
interest of the conflicting industries could 
be conserved. 
No one appreciated tbe 
vastuess and value of tbe m ining interests 
more than did he, but because it is great 
and im portant, it does not deserve to be 
prosecuted, to the loss and ruin of equally 
as vast and im portant industries. 
If tbe 
mines could be run so as to injure no one, 
none would be better pleased than those 
who reside in the valleys and along 
the 
navigable 
streams. 
For 
years 
have 
they 
been 
litigating, 
and 
this 
question 
has 
been 
finally 
settled against tbe hydraulic m iner. This 
bill, if it seeks anything, seeks to reopen 
this controversy. 
He reviewed the actions 
of former Legislatures, reviewed all the 
Acts proposed and passed seeking to settle 
this question, which for a tim e paralyzed 
both industries. 
Tbe farmer bad ever 
been willing tocom piom ise upon any basis 
whereby m ining, as a legitimate business, 
could be pursued and tiie valleys saved 
from ruin. All tbe proposed measures 
proved an abortion. Tlie dams constructed 
were found to be inadequate. They proved 
an utter failure once, and the vailey peo­ 
ple were 
not willing 
to 
trust 
them 
again. They had been tested sufficiently 
to determine 
tbe fact that the pro­ 
posed measure, as ali its predecessors, 
would prove disastrous to the valleys. Not 
in a single instance has a dam been con­ 
structed that restrained more than 70 per 
cent, of the debris, and the 50 per cent, 
that escaped was that which wrought ruin 
in tbe valleys. 
We hold that it cannot be 
done ; that the measure is impracticable. 
Those dams will be a failure, and the law, 
as laid down by the Courts, will still be 
enforced. 
If they cannot restrain more 
than GO, 70 or 80 percent, of the flowing of 
debris, then the building of restraining 
dams will be a farce and the valley people 
will not subm it. They cannot retain behind 
the dams sufficient to protect the farmers or 
save them from tlxe decisions of the Courts. 
It seems to bean irrepressible conflict. He 
could see no common ground of settle­ 
ment. This bill is intended to give a sem­ 
blance of legality to perform an illegal 
act, and its passage will cause endless liti­ 
gation. H e then took up the bill section 
by section and analyzed it, claiming that it 
was ingenuously drawn by the author for 
that purpose. 
8. J. Stabler, of Sutter county, followed 
his line of argument, varying but little 
front that of Mr. Davis. 
He said this bill 
aimed at the very existence of the valleys, 
and opens up all the litigation of tbe past 
fifteen years.

gulches and ravines leading into the Cosumnes 
river, while reslraiuing tire heavier stones, have 
permitted the lighter material to pass into the 
river and do scnous injury to the river channel 
and the adjacent lands: and, whereas, no dams 
can be constructed whic.li will restrain the 
stickens and lighter material, causing the dam ­ 
age in the past;

In acute general phthisis 
there has been an arrest of the progress of 
the disease and a cure in a few m onths. In 
advanced consumption a marked improve­ 
m ent of symptoms is rapidly secured, night 
sweats ceasing and the cough becoming 
less harassing. Two hundred cases have 
been treated with singular success by Dr. 
Bergeon in Lyons, where the climate is 
unfavorable for consumptives. H is method 
has been introduced iu the hospitals there 
and in Paris, and the medical authorities 
are favorably impressed with it. 
The treatm ent consists of daily injections 
by enema of medicated gases. 
Carbonic- 
acid gas. when introdnced into tbe system 
by this m ethod, is found to be harmless 
and painless. 
Sulphurated hydrogen is 
mingled w ith it, the entire structure of the 
lungs is permeated by the medicated gas, 
and rem arkable curative e!f«ts are ob­ 
served. Tbe carbonic-acid gas is practically 
inert when taken up by the veins of the 
intestines, but the sulphurous gas reaches 
every particle of diseased tissue in tbe 
lungs and throat, and is elim inated lrom 
the system in the process of expiration. 
T be volum e of gas used is very large. 
At 
j the outset a single liter (sixtv-one cubic 
1 inches, or about two pints) is introduced, 
’ but the quantity U rapidly increased to ten 


or twelve liters for each injection.—jVetr 
York Tribune.

ALL RIGHT AGAI5. 
Tlie Transcontinental Lines of Travel Un­ 
obstructed. 
The snow blockade of the Sacramento 
Division of the Central Pacific Railroad 
was raised yesterday, and the washouts on 
the Southern Pacific were repaired, leaving 
both roads open to through travel. The 
work of getting the derailed snow-plow 
and locomotive back upon the track at shed 
Xo. 4, half or three-quarters of a mile 
above Blue Canyon, was completed about 
noon yesterday, and at 1 p. m. the west­ 
bound express train, which should have 
arrived here last Monday morning, re­ 
sumed its descent of the hill from Cisco, 
where it and Tuesday's train had been ly­ 
ing during the week. The latter train fol­ 
lowed Monday’s at a reasonable dis­ 
tance. 
Under direction of Superin­ 
tendent Wright, the rate of speed down as 
far as Alta, and through the section 
where so much trouble was created by the 
snow, was very slow, and in order to avoid 
any possible accident, but after getting out 
of the snow the speed was increased to a 
merry gait, and the delighted passengers 
by the first train found themselves in Sac­ 
ramento bjgdark, the second train arriving 
soon afterwards. Wednesday’s and Thurs­ 
day’s trains came through consolidated, 
arriving three or four hours later, the 
former from Tiuckee. where the latter, 
from Reno, joined it. Monday's train, the 
first to arrive here, brought back the legis­ 
lative Committees on Fish and Game— 
who had been inspecting tbeTruckee river 
to see whether the sawdust dumped therein 
was disastrous to the trout—and other gen­ 
tlemen connected with the Legislature, 
besides some ladies and gentlemen who 
went up the road Saturday or Sunday to 
“ see a snow-storm,” and saw a full-grown 
one before they got back. The stay at 
Cisco became exceedingly tedious before 
the day of deliverance came. and. it is whis­ 
pered thatthesnppliesat the hotel and stores 
had about given out yesterday morning. 
All along the line of road from Colfax to 
Truckee the stock of groceries has been 
pretty thoroughly consumed, thanks to the 
delayed travelers’ and the hundreds of men 
employed to clear the track, and the first 
energetic “ drummer” that passes through 
that section will get many an order. 
The East-bound passengers lying at Col­ 
fax were almost as delighted when they 
learned that the road was really open as 
those Corning this way. They had made 
up their minds several times during their 
imprisonment to be released at such and 
such a time, but were always disappointed, 
and hope deferred made them weary. The 
four trains were consolidated into two, and 
about 10 o’clock yesterday, when the down 
train was leaving Cisco, they started up­ 
ward and onward. It was very affecting, 
that meeting of trains in A rctic surround­ 
ings, and there was scarcely a dry eye or 
nose when the Louisville baseballers, en 
route for their native bhte-grass hills, with 
silent eloquence swapped empty demijohns 
with the Fish and Game men ! It is sad— 
grievously so—to reflect upon the yarns 
that will probably be told relative to these 
few days in The snow 1 The Jeannette expe­ 
dition will fade from the public forever. 
The weather throughout the upper por­ 
tion of the State was clear to cloudy yes­ 
terday, giving the railroad people an op­ 
portunity to prepare for what may yet 
be in store in the way of storms. The 
snow-shovelers are being employed on the 
hill in throwing the snow hack from the 
banks alongside the track in bad places, so 
that the snow plows may work to advant­ 
age.On the California and Oregon Railroad 
the track is clear from Castlecreck to Delta, 
and the slide between Sims and Castle 
creek should all be removed so tlipt the 
entire road will be clear by to-night. 
The train from Colfax yesterday morn­ 
ing was sent on to San Francisco, from 
this city, leaving here at 10:35 a. m., and 
reaching Oakland pier at 12:58 p. m., thus 
making the run in 2 hours and 23 minutes, 
including all the stoppages at way stations 
and the time consumed in crossing the ferry 
at Benicia.

Refresh­ 
ments were served during the entire even­ 
ing, of a choice character, and without 
wines—it was elegant without being effort­ 
ful.

From the Upper Sacramento. 
The steamer Dover arrived from Jacinto 
yesterday, with wood and grain. 
Her 
officers report a very high stage of W3ter in 
the upper river a few days ago, doing con­ 
siderable damage. The loss ot the new 
iron bridge at Butte City has been hereto­ 
fore reported by telegraph. The Dover's 
people report that the draw-pier has com­ 
pletely disappeared, but it is believed that 
the draw has lodged about 500 feet below 
where it stood. The pier was constructed 
by sinking four iron lubes, about two feet 
in diameter, and then filling them witli 
concrete. Around the tubes piles were 
driven, and the whole was anchored to­ 
gether and planked. It would seem from 
the result that the piles were not driven 
sufficiently deep, and worked out with 'he 
first big rise of the river. The very high 
stage of the river did not las t long, because 
of the breaks in the levee affording relief. 
One of these breaks was on Grand Island, 
at B u ling's, where there was a crevas e 
last vt-ar. 
Another was at Gardiner's 
ranch, Sutter county, half a mile below. 
Another large one was at Kirksville, twenty 
miles above Knight's Landing. These were 
all large breaks, aggregating, say. 700 feet 
in width, and allowed a vast quantity of 
water to run in upon and drown grain 
lands. Several smaller breaks also occur­ 
red at various places, aud some of them 
prubablv increased great’v in size. As the 
river fell the farmers commenced the task 
of repairs vigorously.

The force of employes at the Sacramento 
Postoffice had an all-night job last night, 
attending to the four days delayed mail 
from the East. 
Young Men’s Institute, No. 27, gave a 
social at their hall last evening, which was 
attended by members aDd invited guests, 
all of whom enjoyed themselves. 
The Governor has appointed J. Calla­ 
ghan, of Oakland, a Notary Public, and A. 
W. Hutton and H. K. O'Melveny, Superior 
Judges of Los Angeles county, under a re­ 
cent Act of the Legislature. 
The entertainment given at Turner Hall 
last evening, by St. Stephen's Brotherhood, 
connected with St. Paul's Church, was well 
attended, and the young people carried it 
through in an admirable manner.

The highest^and lowest1 Signal Service 
figures for Sacramento yesterday were 50° 
and 30°, with variable winds, mostly 
northerly, and weather ranging from 
cloudy to foggy and clear: barometer high 
and rising up’ to noon, since which time it 
has been falling. At 7 o’clock last night it 
stood at 30.26 inches, and at noon it was 
30.37 inches. 
U. Stedman, visiting agent Boys and 
Girls' Aid Society of California, is in the 
city for a few days for the purpose of find­ 
ing homes for the children of that Society. 
He would be pleased to meet any who 
would give a home to a boy or girl either 
by adoption, indenture, or at ordinary 
service. Cali at room 18, Mansion House, 
from 8 to 9 a. m., or 4 to 8 p. m. 
For some time past coal has mysteriously 
disappeared from the Sacramento Flour 
Mill. Front street, between L and M. Last 
evening the mystery of its disappearance 
was solved, the watchman, J. Langtry, 
catching August Stein in the act of carry­ 
ing away a sack full of it. He arrested 
him and turned him over to officer Sulli­ 
van, by whom he was taken to the lock-up. 
The Sacramento river had an upward 
tendency yesterday, and at 3 r. M. registered 
17 feet 2 inches—a rise of four inches in 
twenty-four hours. While this rise is sup­ 
posed to be due mainly to the arrival of 
waters from the upper Sacramento, where 
the stream was at some localities higher a 
few days ago than it was ever known be­ 
fore, but only for a little while, it could 
be seen that the American was adding con­ 
siderably to the larger stream’s volume. 
Chief Diilman, a few days ago received a 
letter asking about the reward for “ Wells, 
the murderer,” and whether the Chief had 
any of his photographs, as the correspond­ 
ent felt sure he knew of the had man’s 
whereabouts. Inasmuch as the murders 
committed by Wells took place in 1800, 
and, if he should now appear in the ci(y 
and announce himself, there is not suffi­ 
cient evidence remaining to convict him, 
the Chief did not return a very enthusiastic 
answer to the letter. 
Officer Woods leaves this evening f. r 
Cheyenne, to bring back the young man F. 
Leach, arrested there a few days ago on a 
dispatch from Chief Diilman. There has 
been considerable delay in making out the 
requisition papers, as there was a difference 
of opinion between the City Attorney and 
the Governor's Private Secretary as to the 
charge to be made against the prisoner; 
but it was finally made to read "making, 
uttering, passing and publishing a fictitious 
check, with the intent to defraud J. M. 
Morrison in the sum of $560.” 
Frank Robertson, who recently con­ 
cluded a lengthy terra of imprisonment for 
disturbing the peace, was drunk and dis­ 
orderly yesterday and created a disturbance 
in the Xiikado saloon. Officer Rider, seeing 
a crowd assembling there, went to inquire 
what the trouble was, and put Robertson 
under arrest. A few days ago he was look­ 
ing remarkably well, and declared that lie 
had taken a new departure and proposed to 
live a life of sobriety henceforth. His 
“ friends” have doubtless unintentionally 
led him into trouble again by well meant 
invitations to “ take somethin'. ” 
A middle-aged woman, who gave the 
name of Mrs. Brittingham, appeared at 
the station-house yesterday and made com­ 
plaint that on the previous night, at a 
very late hour, her husband drove her and 
her little child from their house in the 
alley between H and I, Eighth snd Ninth 
streets, and she had to get an officer to 
assist her to find a lodging-house. Yester­ 
day she wanted to go to the house to get 
her clothing and that of her child, but she 
was told that her husband and bis mother, 
who is 01 years of. age, bad threatened to 
beat her if she approached the premises 
She therefore wanted an officer to go with 
her and see that she was not ill-treated 
when she went after the clothing. She 
further declared that her husband did not 
work, nor try to find any work, and she 
had supported him for a long time. Under 
the circumstances she was willing to swear 
to a complaint accusing him of vagrancy.

A Question of Precedence. 
The late ex-Governor Morgan, of New 
York, told this story on himself: He had 
been Governor of New Y’ork, and, of course, 
familiar with public and social life in Al- 
banv and elsewhere ; but when he became 
Senator the question of precedence was en- 
tirelv new to him. He gave a dinner at 
which Seward was present as Secretary of 
State, as well as Sir Frederick Bruce, the 
British Minister, and Mr. Tassara, the 
Spanish Envoy. Tassara was the senior, or 
dean, as it is called, of the Diplomatic 
Corps, having served longest at Washing­ 
ton : and by the rules established at the 
Congress of Vienna, the question of prece­ 
dence is settled among diplomatists accord­ 
ing to the seniority of their service at any 
particular court or capital. Governor Mor­ 
gan knew nothing of this rule, and when 
dinner was announced he asked Sir Fred­ 
erick Bruce to take out Mrs. Morgan.

The action brought by George Dawson to 
recover $50,000 damages from S. B. Scbloss 
and Philip H inkle, for alleged malicious 
prosecution in causing his arrest in June. 
1885, has been concluded. The jury re­ 
turned with a verdict for plaintiff, awarding 
him $5.000 damages. 
At a meeting of the Socialistic organiza­ 
tion, resolutions were adopted denying as 
untrue the im putation by Presideut'W yne- 
gar, speaking on behalf of the striking 
carmen, that the Socialists and Anarchists 
were responsible for the recent attem pt to 
destroy life and property' by placing dyua- 
mile on the«tieet rai^oad tracts. 
There are four lepers in the San Fran­ 
cisco pesthouse. 
One of them is J u n -s 
Seguye, a colored m an, a native o f St. 
Augustine, Fla., who has bee i in the 
hospital s nce March 8, 1880. There is 
some doubt about this case. 
The other 


three patients are three brothers—Frank, 
Edward and Ernest Bindt—who havebeeu 
in the hospital but a short time, and whose 
cases are interesting for several reasons. 
T heir father is a white man and their 
m other is a native of Hawaiian Islands. 
Bindt is 
at present employed in the 
Spreckels sugar refinery, and frequently 
visits his sons.

Four hundred 
and fifty dollars an acre for one season’s 
yield of prunes is not bad in a country 
where good, unimproved 
fruit land is 
offered at from $25 to $100 per acre, and the 
best improved land with bearing vines and 
trees can be bought for from $250 to $350. 


I c e la n d 's M 'o o p — W hile the bog-wood 
of Iceland proves the former existence of 
extensive growths of large trees, the pres­ 
ent forests 
consist chiefly of dwarfed 
birches, and trees fifteen or twenty feet in 
heigh t are said to be rare. The decrease of 
woodland is not a result of climatic change 
or volcanic outburst, but has been brought 
about by the im provident destruction of 
trees by the inhabitants themselves.
